ANOTHER SHOCK. 


A Finishing Touch by the Temblor in Greece— 
_,. Carious Results.

ATHENS, May 3.—(By Atlantic @a- 
ble.) . There was anothér severe shock 
of. earthquake last night. It lasted fif- 
teen seconds, and was felt in nearly 
‘all of the districts which had previously 
suffered. The shock completed the de- 
struction of many buildings, which 
had been damaged by former disturb- 
ances. There was no loss of life, as 
most of the people who previoysly oc 
euppied the houses were camped in the 
open country. 

“There have been numerous curious 
results of the earthquakes. In Aidpao, 
fully a hundred fresh hot springs have 
been opened, the water coming from 
them ranging from 115 to 180 deg.

Senator Mills was not at the Senate 
during the day and the call for the 
caucus was sent to his house.

With this convic- 
he has been obliged to resolutely 
ose individual action by the United 
States. | 

When the extreme silver men have 
declared that there could be no hope 
of the consummation of the desired 
international agreement, the President 
has replied that a firm and steadfast 
adhesion to the line of policy intimated 
by the repeal of the silver purchasing 
sections of the Sherman act must in- 
evitably bring about the desired re- 
sult. One of the purposes in view then 
was to relieve the United States from 
the loss and danger to which it was 
subjected by the efforts to maintain, 
unaided by any of the great financial 
powers, the integrity ‘as a money metal 
of a vast silver circulation. 

Europe has‘ prospered under the old 
conditons, and was well ‘satisfied to 
allow the United States to bear the 
burden. The President’s theory was 
that by suspending further efforts in 
that direction, the United States would 
cause the European nations to feel the 
need of a larger circulating medium 


-and to share at least with us the 


hardships of monetary’ stringency. 
Therefore, the movements now in prog- 
ress in England, Germany’and France 
are regarded by the administration peo- 
ple as evidence of the successful work 
of the President’s policy. 

Great importance is not attached to 
the attempt initiated by Mexico to 
secure another conference, though it is 
not true that the President has refused 
to join in the movement, for as a mat- 
ter of fact the Mexican government has 
not made any tangible proposition and 
has confined its efforts to sounding 
other governments to learn how a for- 
mal invitation would be received, and 
not knowing the necessary promise held 
out by European countries, our govern- 
ment is not yet’ Satisfied that the Inter- 
national Monetary Conference can 
reached in the near future. The pres- 
sure has not yet become so severe as 
‘tecwaxrantcthe belief on our part that 
such nations “as Great Britain and 
Germany are ready to abandon their 
long-cherished convictions and take up 
the double standard.

-NEW YORK, May 3.—Archbishop 
Corrigan’s servant responded to a ring 
at the door-bell today and found a man 
on his knees on the vestibule. ‘“‘I want 
to be forgiven,’’ shouted the stranger, 
-who clutched his hands spasmodically, 
kissed the floor and made all sorts of 
gesticulations. The servant looked ar 
him a moment and the maniac made a 
spring for the inner door. “I want to 
see the archbishop in his study,’’ he 
cried. The servant resisted him and 
a policeman ran up and seized the 
crank, who was subsequently commited 
to be examined as to his sanity. 

The man’s name is John H. Felt and 
he was formerly’ a member of the firm 
of Felt & Vanness, furniture dealérs.

*PRISCO ESCAPES ITS DEBTS. 


Judgment in Favor of the City Against a 
_ Associated Press Leased-wire Service. 

SAN FRANCISCO, May 8.—Judge D. 
J. Murphy rendered a decision today 
that will spread consternation in the 
ranks of the city’s numerous creditors. 
He decided in favor of the city as de-. 
fendant in a suit brought by D. 8. 
Weaver for labor performed and ma- 
terial supplied forthe city’s engine- 
houses during the month of December, 
1892. The claim was contested on the 
ground that when the present Board of 
Supervisors came into office they found 
themselves in debt at the outset. The

_ INTER IWR JOURNALISM. 


A dispatch from San Francisco an- 
nounces that a “large number of the 
Republican editors of the State” 
gathered there in response to a call for 
the purpose of organizing a league of 
the Republican newspapers of* the 
State ‘‘to the end that united and har- 
monious and, consequently, effective 
work may be done during the coming 
campaign.”

The “intelligent and 
discriminating reader’ has grown very 
weary of that,sort of journalistic Jen- 
kins. It is principles, not men, which 
influence the great masses of today, 
and should influence public journals, 


MUNICIPAL REFORM. 


There is a growing opinion ‘among 


_ the public that the work of grand ju- 


ries seldom results in any particular 


_ good to the community. Still, as long 


as we have grand juries, they should 
do their. work in as thorough a man- 
ner as possible. The grand jury which 
has been in session for the past two 
months appears to have devoted a more 
than usual amount of labor and care 
to its work, having already examined 
235 witnesses. A partial report of this 
body was printed in The Times of 
Wednesday. The most important re- 
sult of their investigations is that 
which is given in one of the opening 
®entences of the report, in which they 
Say: 


“Sufficient care is not taken “in re- 


gard to either the capacity or the 
character of the deputies and subordi- 
mates in the public service. Merit 
gy be the sole reason for appoint- 
t to subordinate public office, and 
efficient and honest service should be 
@ guarantee against partisan removal.” 
It may be said that there is nothing 
mew in this statement. That is very 
true. It is not a new discovery, but a 
self-evident-fact which has been patent 
to all who have devoted the slightest 
attention to county and municipal af- 
fairs. What is the reason for this 


_ state of affairs? Why do our officials 


mot exercise the same care in choosing 
their assistants as is shown by those 
in the: business 
world? Surely it-is to their interest to 
@o so. They are naturally anxious to 
Mave the affairs of their officés con- 
ducted in as efficient a manner as pos- 
sible, in order that no discredit may 
attach to them. Why is it, then, the 
case that so many subordinates in the 
public offices are incompetent, or care- 
less, or both? One does not have to 
seek far for an answer to this ques- 
It brings us back to the root of 
the whole evil in local politics—the 
struggle for office on political and 
party grounds, rather than on the 
ground of fitness for the office. When 
@ man séeks a public office for which 
he knows himself to be unfit, he sets 


about to pull every available wire in| 


order to attain his ambition. He has 
gpent some money, of course, but, as a 
rule, those who are after these posi- 
tions are not. burdened with ready 
cash. Consequently they have to rely 
on other means t0\help them forward. 
The most common of. these is to prom- 
ise subordinate positions to those who 
will assist them in “getting there’’— 
that is to say, those who will attend 
to “fixing’’ the primaries, selecting 
delegates to the convention, and £0 
forth. As the struggle increases in bit- 
terness toward the end of the cam- 
paign, the excitement also increases, 
and: promises are often made rather 


wecklessly ‘by the candidate. He not 


just 


only promises fat jobs to more peo- 
ple than he ought, but. he promises 
them to people whom he would never 
think of employing in any responsible 
capacity if he were a business man. 
When the election is over, and the 
mewly-made public servant has been 
“orifice,” ‘he finds 
That a day of reckoning: has arrived, 
@nd begins to wonder what he is go- 
ing to do to redeem half the promises 
he has recklessly made. The legiti- 


“mate appointments in his office would 


mot begin to go around among the 
crowd of hungry applicants. What is 
the consequence? The consequence is 
that state of affairs that is 
pointed out by the grand jury in its 
report. Instead of a few. competent 
employees in the public offices—men

All this, be it remembered, is at the 
expense of the dear public, who have 
to foot the bills. But the dear public 
has grown so used to this sort of 
thing that it has come to be regarded 
as a matter of course, and any change 
in the programme would be considered 
as something in the nature of an out- 
rage by those gentlemen whose mis- 
sion: it is to fill the public offices—with 
themselves and their friends. It is 
probable that, as far as Los Angeles is 
concerned, there will this fall be a lit- 
tle change in this condition of affairs. 
The taxpayers have been doing a large 
amount of thinking during the past 
year, and, unless all signs fail, that 
thinking will result in some very de-

THE COUNTY ROAD CONVENTION, 


We commented a few days ago upon 
the proposition which is now before the 
people to build a boulevard to Pasa- 
dena, stating: that in our opinion it 
was..doubtful “whether the taxpayers. 


of the county would be willing to ap-~ 


prove of the\ expenditure of county 
money for so\one-sided an improve- 
ment as. the construction of a boulevard 
between Los Angeles and its enterpris- 
ing suburb, as in this case the. main, if 
not the entire benefit of the improve- 
ment would evidently ‘be reaped by the 


people of these qities and a few others 
to | 


on the “Midway Plaisance,” so 
speak, and these would embrace chiefly 


‘those in “better circumstances, Who can 
afford to own vehicles. Another fact 
be taken into consideration that -} 


there are afready two lines of railroad 
between the .cities, while an electric 


| road is about to be constructed, thus 


rendering the proposed boulevard not 
an absolute necessity. 
obstacle pointed-out by us, in the critt- 
cism referred to, was the fact that 
neither the municipalities of-Los An- 
gceles or Pasadena have power to ap- 
propriate moneys for improvements to 
be made beyond their respective limits. 

While it is true that objections would 
be brought to bear against the ex- 
penditure of county money for the con- 
struction of a single highway between 
cities which are already completely con- 
nected by rail, we believe it quite prob- 
able that a more general and compre- 
hensive plan for the construction of 
good roads in the county would meet 


the approval of our voters at the pres- 


ent time, even though the expense 


would, of course, be far greater than in 


the case of the boulevard to Pasadena, 
above referred to. On the other hand, 
the advantages derived, not merely by 
owners of fast teams, but by the farm- 
ing community, would be correspond- 
ently greater. j 

It is some such plan as this that The 
Times has been urging upon the munici- 
pal and county authorities ever since 
the cry of hard times and dissatisfac- 
tion began to be heard in Los Angeles. 
It is such a plan that is now engaging 
the attention of the Chamber of Com- 


At a recent meeting of the board of 
directors it was decided to call a 
county convention of delegates from the 
incorporated cities and road districts 
of Los Angeles county to consider the 
question of the issuing of bonds for the 
construction of permanent main high- 
ways. This convention will meet May 
12, and will contain 300 delegates, of 
which the city of Los Angeles will 
have twenty-five, and the remainder 
go to ‘the other incorporated cities and 
road districts. Notices have been sent 
out to active citizens in the various 
districts, and meetings will be held for 
the appointment of delegates. In a 


‘circular which has just been issued 


the committee appointed by the cham- 
ber. to deal with this matter calls at- 
tenticn to the fact that during the last 
five years a persistent agitation for 
better roads hias been in progress all 
over the* Union. It has resulted in 
many of the Eastern States in the 
‘passage of wiser rdad laws and the 
adoption of improved methods of con- 
struction. In those States where the 


road reforms have been successfully 


carried out, marvelous results have fol- 
lowed in the increased value of property 
and in the improved condition of the 
farming population. The plan of is- 
suing bonds for road construction has 
been tried with marked success.in many 
Eastern States, and several counties of 
California: have :already taken steps in 
this direction undef the new State law. 

The committee goes on to show that 
the’ county of Los Angeles now spends 
about $90,000 annually on its roads, and 
their condition is far from satisfac- 
tory during a great part of the year. 
This sum, as-President Freeman pointed 
out in his annual address to the cham- 
ber, would pay interest On a $750,000 
issue of bonds, restablish the required 
sinking fund, and still leave a margin 
for the fmprovemnt and maintenance 
of new and existing highways. It can 
be shown that the plan is economical, 
even at short range, taking no ac- 
count of the increase in the value of 
property and the satisfa@tion and com- 
fort to be had in the existence of the 
improved roads. 

In addition to all these arguments 
there remains the fact. that there are 
at present a niifiiber of unemployed 


be obtained at a reasonable price, while 


at the same time the wages which they | 


were receiving would be a great relief 


to hundreds of families that are now 


destitute. 

The plan, as contemplated by the 
chamber, calls for the construction of 
about 150 miles of main macadamized 
highways leading. out from the city by 
the most traveled routes, to be built 
under the supervision of a competent 
road engineer and by contract. For in- 
stance, as at present suggested, there 
would be roads from Los Angeles to 
Santa Monica, to Redondo, to San 
Pedro, to Whittier, to San Gabriel, to 
Pasadena and to Burbank. These, how- 
ever, are merely suggestions made by 
the committee. It is proposed that such 
details shall be fully discussed by the 
convention when it assembles. An esti- 
mate has been prepared showing the 
exact cost to the taxpayers_on $750,000 
bonds, payable in forty years at 5 per 
cent. interest, 12% per cent. of said 
bonds to be redeemed every five years. 
The figures are based on an assessment 
roll of $75,000,000. The following table 
shows in the first column the amount 
to ‘be raised by special taxes to pay 
the interest and sinking fund every 


five years and in the second column the 


tax rate which would have to be raised 
annually for five years:

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THE NICARAGUA CANAL. 


A Severe Excoriation of Senator Davis of 
Minnesota. 

Joseph. Medill, in the Chicago Trib- 
une, editorially “does up”. Senator 
Davis’ of Minnesota, who recently de- 
livered a speech in the Senate against 
the Nicaragua Canal. We -quote the 
Tribune’s editorial: 

“Senator Davis of ‘Minnesota, in stat- 
ing that he does not favor the Nicara- 
gua Canal, recently. said: els 

““*Why should the United States put 


“$10,000,000 into the canal, when it has} 
no naval force to hold it ten days 


against England, Germany, France, or 
Italy? There is another feature that 
ought not to be lost sight of, and that 


-is the fact that vessels are obliged to 


go around the cape, which is a wonder- 
ful defense for the United States. It 
is no small thing to send naval vessels 
around Cape Horn. If we cut a canal 
through to the Pacific it would be open 
in times of peace, and many vessels 
could. be put through there in case 
trouble was contemplated in the near 
future. With $10,600,000--and -im- 
mense iron mine on the Pacific Coast 
we could make a show of defense in a 
short timé Against all thé vessels that 
any nation could send around the 
Horn; but the worst feature is that we 
could not hold the canal, nor could we 
recover it if once lost.’ 

“The above criticism, made by Sen- 
ator Davis is very flippant and is eas- 
ily answered. In the first place, there 
may not be a war with any European 
power for hundreds of years to come. 
The chances are that there never will 
be one. The country is growing 
stronger and more resourceful every 
year. In less than a quarter of a cen- 
tury it will number a hundred millions, 
or more than any two of the Euro 
pean powers named by the Senator, 
and will contain three times the re- 
sources of any one of them, crushed as 


~they are under huge debts and the 


burdens upon industry of standing 
armies. The greatest danger of war, 
indeed, has always been with Great 
Britain, yet the probabilities of war in 
that direction are extremely small. 
That nation is under bonds to keep 
the peace with this country to the ex- 
tent that it values the possession of 
Ganada and the money its subjects 
have invested in American securities 
and rty. 
‘Benator ['uvis’s cowardly line of ar- 
gument assumes that this country will 
never be supplied’ with a sufficient navy 
to defend the canal against even weak, 
bankrup: Italy, which ts an_ absurd 
supposition. If ever we should have 
war with any European power we shail 
defend all our ports by guns throwing 
shells filled with dynamite and no for- 
eign ironclads will.dare venture with- 
in thei reach. In the eyent of n war 
with a first-class Eufopean naval 
power their ships of war would reach. 
our Pacific: Coast via the Suez Canal 
and not via Cape Horn. The canal 
could easily be held by lend forces 
using dynamite. No foreign vessel 
covld pass through it if it were sowed 
with dynamite torpedoes, and it would 
be very easy to disable a lock or two at 
either end. Again, whatever damage 
any foreign power might do to the 
canal in case of war would be included 
in the American bill of damages before 
peace would be concluded. Any foreign 
power making war on this republic 
would find itself in the position Car- 
thage did in making war on Rome. 
“But this country needs the canal for 
commercial reasons. It would be of 
erormous business benefit to the people. 
of the United States andeach year be- 
come of more and greater commercial 
value to us. It will be constructed by. 
some power—if not by the United 
States then by Great Britain or France. 
Suppose it were built by either of the 
latter powers, then toll profits would 
belong to them and they could fix the 
tolls on our mérchant shipping at any 
rate they pleased and refuse to permit 
our war vessels to pass and ass in 
time of peace if they saw fit. In the 
event of war, with that canal in the 
possession of either Great -Britain or 
France, we might be seriously dam- 
aged. AS a war measure common pru- 
dence and self-defense demand that it 
shall belong to us when the war breaks 
out; self-interest requires: that it.shall 


be controlled and its tolls fixed by the’ 


United States in. time of .peace. ‘If it 
is our we do not need to let the ships 
of any power pass through even in 
time of peace should it be our interest 
to exclude them. But we would hardly 
do that,.as the more business it trans- 
acted the more tolls it would yield us. 
Lastly, we could hold the canal against 
any power if we tried, and should it 
be lost in the chances of war it would 
be recovered before any peace would 
be made with the belligerent nation. If 
necessary the United States could pro- 
fong a war until it-could build and. 
launch a fleet that would dominate the 
seas. The resources and mechanical 
power of this country in war are well- 
‘nigh illimitable.

Goethe on the Nicaragua Canal. 

(From Eckermann’s Conversations.) 

WEDNESDAY, Feb. 21, 1827,—Dined 
with Goethe. He spoke with admiration 
of Alexander von Humboldt, whose 
views as to the project of making a 
passage through the Isthmus of Pan- 
ama appeared to have a qrticular in- 
terest for him. ‘‘Humboldt,” said Goe- 
the, ‘thas, with a great knowledge of 
his subject, given other points, where, 
by making use of some streams which 
flow into the Gulf of Mexico, the end 
may be perhaps better attained than at 
Panama. All this is reserved for. the- 
future and for. enterprising spirit. So 
much, however, is certain, that if they 
succeed in cutting such a@ canal that 
ships of any burden and size can be. 
navigated through it from the Mexican 
Gulf to the Pacific Ocean, innumerable 
benefits would result to the whole hu- 
man race, civilized and uncivilized. 
But I should wonder if the United 
States were to let an opportunity escape. 
of getting such work into their own 
hands. It may be foreseen that this, 
young State, with its decided predilec- 
tion to the West, will, in thirty or forty 
years, have oecupied and peopled the 
large tract of land beyond the Rocky 
ountains. It may, furthermore, be 
foreseen that along the whole coast 
of the Pacific Ocean, where nature has 
already formed the most capacious and 
secure harbors, important commercial 
towns will gradually arise for the 
furtherance of a great intercourse be- 
tween China and the Bast Indies and 
the United States. In such a case it 
would not only be desirable, but almost 
necessary, that a more rapid communi- 
cation’ should be maintained between 
the eastern and western shores of 
North America, both by merchant ships 
and men-of-war, than has hitherto been 
possible with the tedious, disagreeable 
and expensive voyage round Cape Horn, 
I ‘theréfore repeat that it is absolutely 
indispensable for the United States to 
effect a passage from the Mexican Gulf 
to the Pacific Ocean, and I am certain

‘Interesting Papers Read Before the 
Society. 


Prof. Cook of Claremont College on ‘'The 
Pollenization of Fruit Blossoms’’—_ 
“Flower Culture’ by Mrs, 
Jeanne E. Carr. 


The spring meeting of the Pomolog- 
fecal Society convened in the vestry 
of the Universalist Church, at Pasa- 
dena, yesterday morning, with a good 


attendance. The room was ‘appropri-’ 


ately and tastefully decorated with 
roses for the occasion, under ‘the di- 
rection of Mrs. C. C. Thompson, and 
@ cordial welcome was extended the 
members. 

The meeting opened at 10:30 o’clock, 
with President N. W. Blanchard of 
Santa Paula presiding. D. Edson 
Smith of Santa Ana acted in his offi- 
cial capacity as secretary. 

An address of welcome was delivered 
by Prof. C. E. Tabbetts of Pasadena, 
to which President Blanchard responded 
happily. 

After the reading of the minutes of 
the previous meeting, reports of offi- 
cers and committees were submitted and 
new business discussed. The most in- 
teresting movement was the propdsi- 
tion to make the destruction of horned 
toads unlawful, as the vast number 
which .are being killed by taxidermists 
and shipped East is rapidly ridding 
the country of these useful and in- 
teresting animals. ' 

AFTERNOON SESSION. 
The afternoon session opened with 


& paper on ‘‘The Pollenization of Fruit’ 


Blossoms,’”’ by Prof. A. J. Cook of 
Claremont. This paper was referred 
to, at its conclusion, by President 
Blanchard as the most able and inter- 
esting paper ever presented to the 


association, and it was received with: 


keen appreciation. Prof. Cook opened 
by stating that he had for many years 
been a member of the Horticultural As- 
sociation in Michigan, the members 
of which are highly cultivated and in- 
telligent students of the subject of hor- 
ticulture; that, personally, he had 
given much time and study ‘to experi- 


po.lenization, and, while: but for a 
short time a resident of California, had 
devoted already serious study to the 
Subject and felt qualified to speak with 
some assunance. The subject of pollen- 
ization is one of vital interest’ to all 
fruit-growers, and Prof. Coo , by the 
aid of a colored chart, explained the 
methods and processes of pollenization, 
cross-pollenization, showing how fruit 
fructifies, and whait important agents 


on diffusing polen. Fruit may de- 
secret of heavy ‘bé 

Prof. Cook finds’ in- 
and the bees prove the most important 
factor in diffusing pollen from different 
varieties and from the same varieties, 
carrying pollen from pistil to stamen. 
Pollen from its own varisty is often 
Sterile, and cross~polienization: is nec- 
essary. Prof. Cook cited examples un- 
der his observation, and quoted statis- 
tics culled from experiments made in 
his own State? and under the United 
States Agricultural Society, Since his 
residence here, Prof. Cook. has only 
been able to experiment and report 

on deciduous fruits, but the result 
the same as in Michigan. Paper 75 
are put over blossoming trees before 
the blossoms are fully open, and bees 
introduced to transfer pollen. In all 
experiments blossoms so covered when 
bees are introduced, the majority fruc- 
‘fied, while the covered, without 
the bees, were found sterile or only 
fructified in minority. “Apricots proved 
an exception, however, showing little 
meed of insect agency in ‘trans*erring 
potlen. Prof. Cook is not yet ready 
to report On oranges, but firmly be- 
lieves this fruit especially dependent 
upon cross-pollenization. fenty stu- 
dents are. now experimenting on this, 
under Prof. Cook, and the result of 
their investigation will be laid before 
the next meeting. Out of thirty-six 
blossoms experimented on in other 
fruits, twenty-two were found sterile 
without pollen from other varieties. 
Prof. Cook quoted valuable matter and 
Statistics from a recent report of the 
Department of Agriculture at 
ington, and introduced so'much valu- 
able information that it is impossi»!e 
to cover it in a brief summary. He 
strong:y advocated the introduction of 
apiaries, believing fbees 'to have special 
control cross-pollenization.

Death of C. K. Hamilton, Manager of the 
Chino Beetssugar Factory. 

Charles K. Hamilton,-manager of the 
Chino beet-sugar factory, died yester- 
day afternoon at his residence at Chino, 
under circumstances which are so pe- 
cu iar as to completcély mysti‘y the phy- 
sicians who attended him.

Remarking upon the  bird’s 
cheek, Hamilton waited until it came 
within range and fired at it. The crack 
of the gun startled the horse, causing 
it to shy, and run away. The whecls 
of the buggy being cramped, both men 
were tipped out. Hamilton landing on 
his feet, with his legs apart. Except for 
a slight pain in the groin, 
he felt no ill effects, however, at the 
time, but on Sunday night this occa- 
sioned him so much pain that Dr. Ains- 
worth was sent for. 
physician made a thorough examination 
of the patient, but found no fracture, 
rupture, or even strain, and, after pre- 
scribing for him, returned to town. on 
Tuesday, and Wednesday the patient 
was reported to be apparently much 
better, but yesterday afternoon a tele- 
phone message to the effect that he had 
died during a fainting spell was re- 
ceived. 

Another report was_ received last 
night to the effect that the cause of 
death was the rupture Of a blood ves- 
sel in moving the patient.

The sailing ofthe Faraday from Lon- 
don with 500 miles of the new" ocean 
cable on board is an important event in 
the history of international telegraphy. 
After 100 miles of shore end is laid 
off the coast of Ireland, the Faraday

Nova Scotia, whence the other 400 
miles will be’ payed out and buoyed. 
The ship will then return to London 
for the rest of the line, and by the Ist 
of July the cable is. expected to be 
available to the public. This is the 
third cable across the Atlantic owned 
by the Commercial Cable Company, 
and it is the largest and strongest ca- 
ble ever laid between Europe and Amer- 
ica. Its special feature is tha& it gives 
a speed of fully one-third higher than 
the present cables.

The flushing of open sewers is. not 
& matter as to whose investigation the 
majority of scientists would be partic- 
ularly entthusiastic, but some. resident 
Cornet!’ graduates have taken--up-the— 
subject so thoroughly that they have 
developed some most interesting facts 
which go ‘to Show what an efficient 
and valuable process this branch of a 
city’s health department may be con- 
Stituted. The object of this inquiry is 
to determine how far tthe effects of 
flushing will be felt in sewers of va- 
rious sizes, and also at what dis- 
tances the gates or’ tanks must be 
placed to obtain the best -results in 
reference to the quantity of flushing 
water, the diameter of the sewer and 
Preliminary experiments. 
have been conducted on an open chan- 
nel of considerable length, provided 
with a gate, and the instant at which 
the front of the -wave reaches various 
points of the sewer is recorded by 
electrical devices.

VA fewe days later 
he returned with several contracts for 
monuments, upon which he was paid 
$65 commission. The work was pro- 
ceeded with, in due course, but, when 
the monuments were. ready for deliv- 
ery, the parties for whom they were 
made failed to respond to the notices 
to that effect, sent out by the firm, 
and, on investigation, it was learned 
that they were fictitious persons, who 
existed only in the imaginative brain 
of Drummer Hughes. 

When McClure and_Detective Good- 
man called upon Hughes in his room, 
on the day of his arrest, he exclaimed: 
“My God, McClure, you are on to me, 
too!” and subsequently, on hig way up 
to the City Jail, he admitted to Detec- 
tive Goodman that he did it, and that 
the names were fictitious:
